NATIONAL BANK, 


A writ of mandmna was lately denied 


by the United States Svprene Court for 
the District of Colwnbh upon the 
Comptroller of th» Currency upon the 
application of the Oitiiena' Bank Louisi- 
ana, a creditor of the Crescent City 
National Banking Association, of New 
Orleanr, in the bands of a receiver ap- 
pointed by the Comptroller under the 
following circumstances: 
The bank 


failed March 18, 1873, having a capital 
of $500.000, and on indebtedness, in- 
cluding principal and interest, ot $788,- 
750. The amount noticed from'the 
assets of the bank was $555,233, leaving 
a deficiency 
including expenses, of 


about $350,000. In order to cover this 
deficiency the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency ordered an assessment upon the 
nhaieholders of seventy per cent, and 
the net amount of $112,658 has been 
realized from that source. 


Section 551 of the Bevised Statutes 


provides "that the shareholders of every 
national banking association shall be 
held individually 
responsible equally 


and rotably, and not one for another, 
for nil contracts, debts and engage- 
ments of such association to the extent 
of the demand of their capital stock 
therein at the par value thereof in ad- 
dition to the amount invested in such 
shares." The Comptroller held thut 
under this section he is required to 
make an assessment upon the share- 
holders for any deficiency in the assets. 
The amount of the assessment in the 
case of the Crescent City National Bank 
was sufficient to pay the creditors in 
full, if the whole amount had been col- 
lected, but as only a portion of the 
amount was realized on account of the 
insolvency of many of the shareholders, 
a rule was taken to show cause why a 
mandamus should not issue compelling 
him to assess said shareholders to the 
extent of the par value of their stock, 
or thirty per cent in addition to said 
assessment of seventy per cent. The 
Court denied the writ, holding that 
under said section 5,151 solvent share- 
holders were not to be called upon, and 
could not be assessed to make good any 
deficiency arising from inability to col- 
lect from other shareholders on account 
of their insolvency. • 


The Court also expressed doubt as to 


their power to review the discretionary 
action of the Comptroller in the prem- 
ises.

There comes a report from Washing- 


ton that, soon after the Election Com- 
mission made known its decision, Gen- 
eral Hancock wrote to General Sheridan 
that he (Hancock) believed Tilden had 
been elected President of the United 
States; and being elected, Tilden had 
a right to take the oath of office else- 
where than at Washington; and that if 
he (Haucock) receivod any orders from 
Tilden as President of the United States, 
he should obey them.
